This pupil disclosed details of highly classified work performed 
by this Agency, and indicated that his father v.as employed in such vork. 
This information could have been obtained only by overhearing extremely 
indiscreet talk, 

"Such indiscretions not only jeopardize the mission of the Agency, but 
also are a threat to the national security. 

"Your attention is directed to the oath which you executed upon your 
assignment to or entrance on duty with the Agency. (This oath will be read) 

"Your attention is further directed to the provisions of paragraphs 
12 and 15 of AR 380—5. (These paragraphs vdll be read) 

"It is desired that you familiarize yourself with the provisions of 
AR 380-5 ) AR 380—10 and such other security regulations as have been es- 
tablished to protect the security of the Agency, 

"Ignorance of the regulations is no excuse for indiscreet talk or 
other violations of security and will not be condoned or tolerated,"
